26. Thacheealwaics thought it neceſlary the {ame 
thoukdt bee ſetled, and that heenever deniedthe 
thing, onelydenyed theway : and for the matter 
of it, rooxe exceprions onely to the preface, as a 
rhing not ſtanding with his Honour to conſear 
co, and that Himſelte was excluded in the execy. 
tion, and foratime un'imited: VV hereupon the 
Lords & Comms: bceing defirous to give his' Mg. 
icſtic allfatisfaQion that might begeven to the leaſt. 
titcte of forme, Ke circumſtance ; and when his Ma 
ieftic was pleaſed'to offcr them a Bill ready drawn, 
did for no other cayfe then to manifci rheir hea: 
ry affeRior't6 comply with his Maicſties-defires 
& obraine his' conſent; {entertaine the ſxmae, andin 
the meane time no way decliming their Ordinanee, 
and to cxprefle theix carneft zeale to coreſpond 
with His 'Mtiefties defire (in-all thin 'srhit might 
confilt with the peaceahw ſafety of the Kingdom:

fels , recciving ſtilt more credit with Him, then 
that of His great, Counſell of Parliament, ina mat- 
er of ſo high importance ,- that the ſafety of His 
Kingdome, and the peace of His people depends 
upon it» 
 Iotwow what muſt be the exceptions to this 
Bill; notany ſure, that was tq.the Ordinance; 
for acare was taken to give ſatisfaRtion in alltheſe 
articulars: Then the exceptions was becauſe 
that the diſpoſing and execution thercof was rc- 
fered toboth Houſes of Parliament , and His Ma- 
jeſtic excluded ; and now that by the Bill, the 
power and execution isaflertained -, and reduced 
to particulars and the Law ofthe Realme madethe 
rule thereof , His Majeltie willnoxttruſt the Per- 
ſons, The power is too great, to unlimited ro 
truſtthem wich. But what is that. power * Is ic 
any other , but4n expreſle terms to ſupprefſe Re. 
bellion , Inſurretion, and. forraigne invalion.; 
And whoare thoſe perſons? ate they nor fuachas. 
were nominated by the great Counſellof the | 
Xingdome, andaſſented to by His Majeſty. And 
1s it t00 great a power. to. tru e $ with 
tbeſuppreſſion of Rebellion, InſurreRtion, and. 
torraigne Invaſion 3 furcly the moſt wicked of | 
them that adviſed His Majcfty tg this Anſwer can- 
rocluggett, bur that ir is necefary for the ſafety. 
of His Majcfties Royall Perlon, andthepeaceof

ſome hands. Andthere isno pretence of EXCep- 
tion to theperſons. His Maieſty for the ſpace of 
above fifreenc yeares together , thought nota 
power farre exceeding this to be roo great to in- 
cruft particular perſons with, - to-whoſe will the 
Lives and Liberties of His People by Martiall 
Lawes were made {ubie&, for ſuch was the power 
givento Lord Lievtenants, and- Deputy Lievte- 
nants in every County of this Kingdome, and that 
without the conſent of His people, or Authority 
of Law. Butnew in calc of extreame nieceſlity , 
upon the advice of both Houſes of Parliament "£ 
no longer ſpace then two yeares, alefler power, 
and that for the ſafety of King and People, I; 
thought roo great totruſt particularperſons with , 
though named by both Houſes of Paxzranexy, 
andaptoved of by His Maiefty himſelfe And fure- 
ly if there be aneceſſity to ſettle the MIT T4 
( which his Maieſty was pleaſed to confefſe) the. 
crſons cannot be intruſted with lefle power then 
thenthisto have itall effeuall- And the Preſi. 
dents of former Ages whenthere hapneda neceſſi- 
ey to raiſe ſuch a power, never ſtraightned char 
power to a narrower compaſſe , Witnefle the 
Commiſſions of Array in ſeverall Kings Raignes, 
and often iſſued outby the conſent and Authority 
of Parliament. The Lords and Commons there. 
fore intruſted with the ſafety of the Kingdome, 
and peace of the people, ( which they call GOD 
to witnefle is their onely Aime)) finding themſel-

mands, and that they can never be chang pe: 
fore God or Man' if they ſhould ſuffer the ſafety of 
the Kingdome and peace of the people,.ro be ex- 
poled to the malice of the Malignant party ar 
Home, or the fury of Enemies from abroad. Aad 
knowing no other way to encounter the imminent | 
and app! oching danger » bur hy putting the peo- ;
